He was tried by court-martial and
honorably acquitted. Notwithsianding this he

‘ eral Fils Aime Mentor, for having refased
to the revolution sud for having expressed
2 with to remain neontral, was tried by court-
msrhal and condemned to six months' imprl-

*Pnsoners iaken upon the field of battle
woonded, and in some instances fulaily, were,
in common with others not wonnded, shot im-
mediately after combat, quarter on this side
being scarcely thought of. Beseral other per-
#ons were shol without any form of trial, npoa
the mere denunelation of unkpown individuals
the reason assigned beivg tor haviog talked

* Upon the arrival of Halnave's forces before
the town, and upon the first attack that was
wade, the numerous persons who found them-
sclves in prison for minor off>nses and so-called
mllul crimes, as related above, were ordered

the gla-on court-yard, the sick were carried
down, doors were thrown open, and o
discharge of muskelry was fired into them.
This belog found ivsufliclent to kill fast
enough, rounds of grape and canister were
directed against them to hasten this dreadful
butchery. women were (hus sacrificed,
the wives and sisters ol individuals above re-
ferred 10 a8 having joined Salnave's party,
a8 also was General Fils Alme Mentor.

broke out in Spain be returped to that conniry,

Cormsrondence from Havana saye:—

The ¢alling of the political prisoners for Fer-
nando Po or elsewhere is set down for to-mor-
row (March 21). Tthas for more than two weeks
past been the principal sub{wt of conversation
and speculation amongall classes, Thoughthere
Is & possibility that the vessel may be still fore
ther delayed, it cannot be long. The ship se-
lected, alier conslderable difficalty, is the Fran-
cieco de Bo a8, a Spunish war vessel with two
guns and eighty men, She is communded by Com-
mwander Heres, The orlop has been divided into
thiee compartments, each to contain 103
prisoners. They will be sublivided in sccord-
ance with thelr position in life. They have
been permitted to provide their own mess and
1o euEage # cook. Mons, Edounrd, of the
f'rench Hotel Legrand, has been selected.
Each priconer has contributed sixty-elght dol-
lars towards the common fund. Private sub-
scniptions have been made for the poorer pri-
sonere, who are compsratively few, The cost
of the provisions, wines, ete,, provided amounts
to $10,000. The money which the prisoners
take with them, indepeadent of the leiters
of credit, reaches the sum of $300,000, It may
be doubted if a ship lond ot prisoners were ever
betier provided before. They are 1o be guarded
by one boopdred volunteers, who are paid as
ollows:—Two dollars per diem to the sergeants,
ne dollur and & hall to corporals, and one
dollar to the mev. Among the officers going is
one Martel, who is a person of means, and
whoee hatred to the Cubans 18 such that he
spcompavies the prigoners, as he says, to treat
them as severely s possible and to muke sure
that they ate u{ep to Fernando Po.
Commander Hefes 15 an officer of the Spanish
navy, and is represented to be s humane gen-
tleman. Me goes unpder sealed orders, with lo-
structions 1o open them upon the Ligh seas, and
thia confirms the idea, extensively entertained,
that the prisoners will be taken to Oadiz; or at
least, thoee guiltless of any offense, comprising
the majority, It is thought probableé that the
ehip will touch at the Canary lslands, Most of

FERNANDO PO.

It will interest our readers to read Lhis de.
goription of the island of Fernando Po, to which
the Spanish suthorities in Cuva are sending
their politicsl prisoners:—

The vlund of Ferpando Po is situated on the
western const of Arioa, in the Bighto! Biafra,
which i8 the extreme end of the Gulf of Guines.
lig routhern extremity fa situnted at three
deprees twenly-five minates north of the
Eaquator, and 1its jengltude is eight degrees
thirty«five minntea east of Greenwich. [ts
m-?reat pointto the mainland is abous forky-five
miles,

The highest point of the island is a little more
than 11,000 feet, while lig rival, the Cameroon
Mountains, situated four degrees north, is more
than 18,000 feet, The Cameroon aloaniains
were gecevded by Caplain Barton, the distin-
guished discoverer of Lake Tanganicak, n few
years ago.

The Camercon and Fernando are decidedly of
voleanic origin, and 8o are the two lslands ol
Princess aud st. Thomes, which are uot fur
distant,

The isletid of Fernando Po was discovered by
the Portuguese in the year 1471, who ceded it 10
Spain ln the year 1778, No Kuropesn seit'ement
was ever muade on the island natil the year 1827,
and this was made by the English, who at that
time knew not that the Bpaniards had the right
of posossion,

In the venr 1827 the Buglish estublished on
the island a coaling station, so that their war
steamers which were engaged tn prosecution of
the prevention of the slave irade in the Biglt
of Balra might coal there aud get provisions,
The settlement was calied Clarcnce, and the bay
was called by the tame name. Part of the
liberated slaves captured from slavers and other
liberated sluves from Bierra Leone were brought
there, and when I vieited the island the first
time the population of Clarence might have
beenft thousand,

A few traders made the headguariers of thelr
establishment there, for Clarence is an excel-
lent port for ebipping palm oll, the water bsing
deep and well sheltered from torondoes, Ves.
scls can Almost touch the shore. Clarence was
st that time cousidered & kind of enirepot, to
store palm oll i1l It was ebipped home. Oae of
the traders was named Governor ol the colony
by the English,

The freed slaves began to plaut orange and
lemon trees and other fruit trees, which were
brought from the We-L Indies, and they made
a living by #elliog them to the numeroas men-
ofswar which came to coal at the island; and
bunaunas, pinespples, sweet potatoes, ground
nuls and yams were also prodocts which met
a ready eale, The colony went on; the blagks
were gomewhat prosperoos, atuny rate far more
g0 than the natives living on the Continent,

The Spaniards, some ten years ago, thinking
that the English were doing well, claimed the
island, took possession of it, signalizing their
appearance by bringing a large number of
monks and sisterve of different orders, who began
to die very shortly aller tbeirarrival. Soldiers
were also sent and n S8panish Governor; then a
penal setllement was formed. The llberated
Africaus, who had been somewhat Christianized
by Protestant missionaries, began to perceive
that they conld not worship Go:d according to
their own consciendies. Their meetings in their
churches were torbidden, though they were
gllond to retaln their Bibles and mect in thelr

ouses, ~ °

The convicts are employed to make roads, cut
trees, work hard in the hot sun. and of conrse
the climate makes short work of them. Nothiug
can be more pleturesque and beasntiful than the
island of Ferpaudo Po. Hills after hills are
covered to the very summit with the magnif-
cent trees, which come down to the ses, and
like streams ol most dellﬁhlml water pour down
from the mountaing, and Fernando Po would
be a most charming island - to livein it it was
not on account of its deadly climate,

The natives of the 1sland number about five
thousaud, and are call*d Boobzes. The malaria
causes fever, and many die of it, The rains are
beavy and continuous, the heat is very preat,
dysentery and liver complaints aré also common ’
and the negroes will be the only people who
will be able to liv® on the island {or 4 long time
to come, The great number of graves testify to
the great mortality among the whites, aud the
trapsportation of these political prisoners to
Fernwndo Po is an coutrace sgalust humanity
and a disgrace to civilization,

FEX-PRESIDENT JOHNGSON.

He Is Siricken with Paralysis—The e~
port of his Death Erroncons—Hopen of
his Recovery.

The New York Worid has specials rela‘ive to
the serious 1llness of the ex-President at his
bome in Greenville, Tenn., and the erronesus
report of his death, The correspondentsaya:—

n relation to President Johnion's preseul
calamitous condition, it can be stated that the
stroke of paralysis has been brought about h{ [
complication of diseases of which he was the
cheerful and patient sufferer, While here these
complaints were stone in the bladder, frequent

' ylolent vertigo, and an almost constant neos

ralwin in the nerves, muning along and overthes
right eye. .

These were a dafly source of acute and gru-
longed pain to the ex-President, yel his robust
habit, powerful patlence, and immense energy
and endurnvee conquered, at Jeast, the appear-
apce of suflenng m bis case, Late at nights,
however, aller the toits of his sixteen hours of
audience to the public were over, your cor-
respondent often, during the past winter, has
obgerved the President suffering kceenly, espe-
clally from peuralgia, which repose seemed
iather to aggravate, while active work kept it
down. He frequently, at such times, remarked
that the whirl of excitement aund conténtion
suited even his health betler than any rest
could, and that it was requisite in his case to
be busy to live.

On Lhe oocasion of the Interview of March
he almost prophetically remarked that when ke
went he expected to go “all st eunce and nothing
firet,” and that he actually dreaded the results
of relirement and rest upon his health, becuuse
attrition bad been more for his bealth and
strengih than anyother force, He sald that his
body would break before his faculties gave oat,
but that be did not wish the latier fosaurvive
the former, us his ca ty for sctlon would be
destroyed then, aud he could thivk of no more
pitiable object than & ruiped body holdmg an
aclive mind, Tiis belleved here that Mr. Joha-
son’s retirvemeut from the activitles ol the Pre
;Im.cy hus brought on ewysotly the resulis he
